REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS | 


To the Citizens of Nottingham : 


At the annual meeting held last spring, the School District, 
instead of adopting the special committee’s report in favor of 
a new centralized building, voted to remodel the Gebig school- 
house, by competitive bidding, and appointed a committee 
consisting of Thomas E. Fernald, Leslie Durling, and A. J. 
Lepine to work with the School Board in the undertaking. 
The District raised the sum of $600. and authorized the 
School Board to borrow a lke amount in addition. ‘The 
joint committee held many meetings and drew up careful 
specifications, with the help of Mr. Paul HE. Farnum of the 
State Department of Education, who also kindly prepared 
blueprints of the job, without expense to the District. ‘The 
contract was let to Andrew Daudelin of Northwood, the 
lowest bidder, and the work was finished during the summer. 
The building was lengthened twelve feet, so that each class- 
room was widened six feet. The hghting was greatly im- 
proved by enlarged windows, fitted with double shades, 
pulling up and down from the center. The front entry was 
lengthened, and alcoves cut into it from each classroom. Hach 
alcove has a section for hats and coats, rubbers and dinner 
boxes. Additional space in the primary alcove is used for 
a library corner, and in the grammar alcove for a kitchen 
where the hot lunch is prepared. A decorative entrance adds 
to the appearance of the building. In the classrooms, addi- 
tional blackboards, tackboards, and bookcases were provided. 
Seats were re-arranged with proper aisles to relieve crowding. 
The School Board was not obliged to borrow the $600. as 
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authorized; but now the Board asks that this additional 
amount be raised to complete the alterations by the installa- 
tion of septic toilets and remodeling of the shed. Now that 
Nottingham has decided upon the policy of two two-room 
schools for some time to come, the District will doubtless 
wish to put these buildings into the best possible condition. 
The Gebig School should also be provided with a well in the 
near future, 

The report of Miss Margaret Macdonald, School Nurse, 
shows only six pupils who appear to be underweight. There 
were, however, 15 with diseased tonsils (apparently un- 
remedied during the year). Parents receiving a report of this 
condition should consult their physicians. There were 43 
pupils with defective teeth, many of whom received treatment 
in the dental clinic, which was sponsored by the Parent- 
Teacher Association. Attendance was somewhat broken by 
an epidemic of the measles. 

There are many opportunities offered at the present time 
for home study for adults through correspondence courses. 
Those who contemplate enrolling in such courses would do 
well to check the reliability of the offers by communicating 
with the National Home Study Council, Washington, D. C 

One hundred fifty years ago the Constitution of the United 
States of America was adopted, the State of New Hampshire 
casting the deciding vote by its ratification of the new form 
of government June 21, 1788. John Langdon of Portsmouth 
shares the honor of signing the document. The schools are 
alive to their part in preserving government “of the people, 
by the people, and for the people” from tyrannies of all kinds. 
Besides the regular work in History and Civics, special 
material will be assembled and studied along the line of 
this sesquecentennial celebration.
